He told us when 
strangers came here to locate, that 
the government furnished men and 
teams free of charge to show them 
the country. They haye got men 
and teams for strangers to use in 
seeing the country, but we had to 
pay $4 and $5 per day for the use 
of them.

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A SEALING SCHOONER 


DR. MACWILLIE DESCRIBES HIS TRIP 
WTH ST. JOHN'S FLEET- 


ABOUT THE SLAUGHTER OF SEALS 


Vivid and Interesting Account of a Day’s 
Hunt—The Start From the Ship— 
A Great Slaughter—Picking 
Up the Men at Close of 
the Day—A Peril- 


ous Job., 

Dr, John MacWillie, one of the Te 
ronto medical men who accom- 
panied the St. John sealing fleet 
this spring, has returned with some 
interesting spoils of the chase. In 
addition to the two young hood 
seals which he sent alive to the Zoo, 
but one of which has unfortunately 
since died, Dr. MacWillie has a young 
white harp seal stuffed, the skin of a 
small hood and also the hide of one 
of the largest hoods killed this year, 
an animal which weighed about 900 
pounds, and measured nine and one- 
half feet in length. 

The hoods, or as they are some- 
times called, sea-lions, are the larg- 
est species of seal, and the doctor 
Says that although he has seen a 
good many seals with circuses and 
other collections of live animals, 
those which he sent to Riverdale 
Park, Toronto, are the first of this 
variety he has ever seen in captivity. 
They derive their name from the 
hood of the male, a great bag on the 
top of his head, which he blows up 
when attacked, and all the pound- 
ing you can give him will not have 
the slightest effect. The male weighs 
upward of 700 pounds, and the fe 
male a hundred or so less. Their col- 
or is bluish or dirty grey, with many 
black spots, and their commercial 
Value is the least of all seals. 

The fur of the seals caught in the 
Atlantic is, of course, useless, and 
though the hide is used as leather, 
the fat from which the famous seal 
oil is made, is the most valuable 
part of the animal. 


A Day's Hunt. 


Dr. MacWillie gives a most vivid 
and interesting account of the way 
in which the hunt was carried on by 
the crew of the Algerine, to which 
he belonged. 

“We were on deck at dawn. Here 
and there, from one-half to two 
miles away, were six or seven other 
vessels. We had all struck the herd 
together, and were in the midst of 
them. We could hear the bawling of 
hundreds of young white harps—the 
babies about two weeks old. The 
hair of the young harps, or common 
seals, is pure white, until it is old 
enough to take to the 
water. Dozens were seen within 
fifty yards of the ship, as many 
as ff¥e on a ‘pan,’ many of 
them accompanied by the mother 
seal, a great grey and black, ungain- 
ly object, small, snakelike head, with 
big sack-like body, wabbling along 
the ice, assisted by its two flippers, 
or gliding gracefully off the ‘pan,’ 
or block, of ice into the water—only 


to poke its serpentine head above 
the ocean as its baby bawled more 
Plaintively for it. The whole ocean 


is covered with ice in pans or sec- 
tions from a foot to 40 feet square. 
The Start From the Ship. 


“Tom Green's watch, consisting of 
about 60 men, is called first, and 
these all clamber over the side of the 
vessel, and stand upon logs tied up, 
about two feet from the water, Wait- 
ing for the word of command. At 
last, as a good piece of ice slides by, 
they jump, scramble, or fall onto it, 


headed by the master of the watch, 
who leads the way, selecting the 
path. They walk, run, jump from 


pan to pan, while the ship speeds on 
as fast as the ice will permit. Very 
soon Wwe see them separating into 
groups of eight to twelve, and then 
again into twos. They keep in pairs, 
however, go that if either fall in, 
which most of them do, once to six 
times a day, they will then have as- 
sistance. 

“Our watch to-day makes a circle, 


ever widening, because it’s a good 
field, and another company from a 
rival vessel is also trying to pre- 
empt as large an area as possible. 
It’s all ‘fair field and no favor,’ but 
if one vessel circles in an area of 
limited size, another very seldom 


encroaches, 
A Great Slaughter. 
“And then commences the slaught- 
A blow on the head with the end 


er. 

of the gaff is all that is required 
Then out comes the razor-like knife 
A slit down its front, from end to 
end, through the skin and two or 
three inches of fat—the skin and fat 
is cut from the skeleton and lean 
meat adhering to it; and the seal, or 
what is left of him, is ready to be 
hoisted aboard, The mother and fa- 
ther have by this time waddled into 
the water, comparatively safe from 
the destroyer. All the seals within 
a couple of hundred yards are piled 
together, and the ships flag—ours 
is red and yellow—set up. And by 
this time the ship is a mile or two 
off, sending more men ‘ashore,’ The 
first party then goes on to further 
slaughter—until the whole ice for 
miles around looks like a huge 
tlaughter house. 

Picking Up the Men, 

“The ship may stay away from the 
men * Six or even twelve hours; 
may have gone miles out of sight, 
but back she comes, picking up her 
‘pans’ of seals and her men, most of 
whom will have killed and — skin

Af- 
ter steaming here and there, zig-zag- 
ging in the path they had taken, we 
at length descried three torches, all 
far apart, and about 9.30 we came 
up to them. They were preparing to 
spend the night, were drying their 
clothes by a fire, made of seal-fat, 
gaff poles, etc., and it was no small 
relief to them to. see the ship 
again,” 


CANADIAN NICKLE IN DEMAND. 


They Are the Standard Weight Used by 
Tea Brokers in Sampling Tea. 

Canadian five-cent silver pieces are 
in great demand in the tea trade, 
and people who have some of these 
coins can, if they want to, easily dis- 
pose of them at any tea broker's of- 
fice. 

A Sun reporter who visited the of- 
fice of a tea merchant recently, was 
surprised to see one of these coins 
lying in one of the scales in which 
tea is weighed when a sample is to 
be tasted. He picked the coin up 
and examined it. The manager quiet- 
ly remarked: , . 

“I hope you won't take that for a 
pocket piece. We have quite a lot of 
difficulty in getting those coins and 
keeping them.’’ 

“What are they used for?’’ 
the reporter. 

“A Canadian five-cent piece is the 
standard weight in the tea trade in 
this country for weighing tea suffi- 
cient to make one cup. Where the 
custom originated I don’t know, but 
when we make a sample cup af tea 
We just take enough to balance this 
coin in the scales. : 

‘‘We have lots of trouble in keep- 
ing them. Every one who cons in 
looks at the coins, and, probably not 
realizing what We use them for, takes 
one away. 

‘Some of the brokers use a piece 
of lead of just that weight instead, 
but the weight of a piece of lead 
may be questioned when the tea is 
weighed, Others stick a piece of pa- 
per on each side of the coin to dis- 
guise it. 

“It is one of the old trade customs 
and I suppose will last as long as 
tea is bought and sold.’’—New York 
Sun.

PROF. HUTTON. 


Sketch of the Man Appointed Principal 
at University College. 


Prof. Maurice Hutton, M. A., has 
just been appointed Principal of Uni- 
versity College, a position created 
by the University Act of last ses- 
s on. Prof. Hutton is a graduate of 
the University of Oxford, where in 
1874 he gained an open scholarship 
at Worcester College. In 1877 he 
secured his first-class in classical 
moderations, and in 1879 an open 
fellowship in Merton College. He 
came to Toronto as Professor of 
Classics in University College in 
1880, and on a rearrangement in 
1887 was assigned the chair of com- 
Parative philology in the University 
of Toronto, still remaining professor 
of Greek in University College. Pro- 
fessor Hutton has been a member of 
the Council of University College, 
and in 1895 was elected to the Sen- 
ate of the University, The successful 
productions of the Greek play, ‘‘An- 
tigone,’’ in 1882, and again in 1894, 
was largely due to his efforts, aS was 
also the success of the production 
last autumn of another Greek play. 
Professor Hutton married in 1885 a 
daughter of the late Rev. John Mc- 
Caul, for many years President of 
University College. Delving in Greek 
roots, in the case of Professor Hut- 
ton at least, has not tended to dull- 
ness. Readers of ‘‘Varsity’’ in days 
gone by have been greatly entertain- 
ed by contributions from him.

ONTARIO FISHERIES REPORT. 


RESTOCKING WITH GAME FISH, 


Deputy Commissioner 8. T. Bastedo Gives 
an Interesting Description of ‘Their 
Haunts—The River Nepigon—Re- 
ports of the District and 
Local Overseers on the 


Enforcement of 
the Law. 


The report of the Ontario Fisher- 
ies Department is of unusual interest 
owing to the special attention» be- 
stowed on the restocking uf lakes, 
and streams with game fish. ‘This 
important work will be watched 


with interest by sportsmen and tour-’ 


ists, and will be carried on with 
careful regard to the needs of vari- 
ous localities. All the conditions es- 
sential to success have been  thor- 
oug&ly considered, and the restock- 
ing experiment will be made under 
the most favorable circumstances, 
The department is not only self-sus- 
taining, but is a source of vonsider- 
able profit, there being a surplus 
over aad above the expenditure of 
nearly $8,000, the net revenue am- 
ounting to $35,443.85, and the total 
expenditure to $28,612. The voramer- 
cial fisheries have given employment 
to 2,502 men, 91 tugs and 1,187 
boats, the capital invested in the 


industry being estimated at $789,- 
042, The aggregate catch was 25,- 


698,591 pounds, which shows a de- 
crease as compared with last year 
of 1,789,888 pounds. The estimated 
value of the catch was $1,3388,293.-

Commissioner, gives an interesting 


description of the haunts of our game 
fish.

“The River Nepigon, 


which con- 


nects Lakes Nepigon and Superior 
some sixty miles east of Port Ar- 
thur, and which is said to be the 


headwaters of the St. Lawrence, is 
our most noted fishing river, and is 
admitted by those who have whipped 
its waters to be the finest trout 
‘stream’ in America, if not in the 
world. ‘Stream,’ however, conveys a 
very erroneous and vague idea of the 
magnitude of the river, unless one 
were in the habit of so speaking of 
the great Niagara, for the Nepigon 


possesses in but a_ slightly less- 
er degree the ‘whirling and 
tumbling water, and the ed- 
dies and currents leaping and 


charging from side to side in eternal 
confusion’ of that river. Here is the 
virgin home of the speckled trout, 
specimens having been taken weigh- 
ing five, seven and even ten pounds, 
and here is the angler’s paradise. 
When they are rising well the fun is 
fast and furious, for the trout of 
this region are unequalled for vigor 
and activity. No more delightful 
outing could be imagined, desired or 
experienced than is afforded by a 
fortnight spent on the glorious Ne- 
pigon. The scenery alone would well 
repay a visit, not to speak of the 
angling. In its sinuous windings it 
recalls the famous Saguenay, and it 
is a matter of constant wonder what 
splendor the next turn will reveal. In 
some places the shores are banked 
with foliage to the water's edge, 
while in others bold bluffs rear them- 
selves majestically to dizzy heights, 
and many islands and charm to the 
view. Immediately one begins the as- 
cent he feels that he has been trans- 
ported to another world. Jull care 
is left behind, the anxieties of life 
cease to oppress, the very wtmos- 
phere seems to be intoxicating, and 
he gladly yields to the fascination of 
his surroundings. After leaving Lake 
Helen and passing the little Indian 
Village at the mouth of the river, the 
prospect is unbroken by settlement or 
habitation, and is one delightful ex- 
panse of nature’s most exquisite 
handiwork. Six miles more and the 
first camping place—Camp Alexander

OUR FIRST NEWSPAPER. 


Prospectus of the Upper Canada Gazette 
or American Oracle on 
April 18, 1793, 


On Thursday, April 18, 1793, ap- 
peared at Newark, or Niagara, the 
first number of the first newspaper 
published in Upper Canada. As _ it 
was designed to fill the double roll 


of preserving a record of the acts of] gg 


Government, while chronicling the 
events of the continent at large, it 
bof the double title of The Upper 
Canada Gazette, or American Oracle, 
It was, as Scadding describes it, 
a small-sized sheet of folio form, of 
about 15 by 94 inches, from ordin- 
ary type on a rather coarse gut 
stout and durable paper, by one 
Louis Roy, a skilled artisan engaged 
probably from Lower Canada, where 
printing had Teen introduced about 
thirty, years previously. The edi- 
tor’s address to the public in the 
first number is interesting: 

“The editor of this paper respect- 
fully informs the public that the 
flattering prospect which he has of 
an extensive sale for his new under- 
taking has enabled him to augment 
the size originally proposed from a 
demi-quarto to a folio. 

“The encouragement he has met 
will call forth every exertion he is 
master of, so as to render the paper 
useful, entertaining and instructive. 
He will be very happy in being fav- 
ored with such communications us 
may contribute to the information of 
the public from those who shall be 
disposed to assist him, and in par- 
ticular shall be highly flattered in 
becoming the vehicle of intelligence 
in this growing province of whatever 
may tend to its internal benefit and 
common advantage. In order to 
preserve the veracity of his paper, 
which will be the first object of his 
intention, it will be requisite that 
all transactions of a domestic na- 
ture, such as deaths, marriages, etc., 
be communicated under real signa- 
tures, 

“The price of this Gazette will be 
three dollars per annum. All ad- 
vertisements inserted in it, and not 
exceeding twelve lines, will pay 4s, 
Quebec currency, and for every addi- 
tional line a proportionate price. 
Orders for letter-press printing will 
be executed with neatness, despatch 
and attention, and on the most rea- 
sonable terms.”’ 

An advertisement which appears in 
this initial number is also worth 
quoting. It announces that a brew- 
ery is about to be established, with 
the sanction of Governor Simcoe: 

“Notice is hereby given that there 
will be a brewery erected here this 
summer, under the sanction of His 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, 
and.encouraged by some of the prin- 
cipal gentlemen of this place, and 
Whosoever will sow barley and culti- 
vate their land so that it will produce 
grain of a good quality, they may 
be certain of a market in the fall at 
one dollar a bushel on delivery.—W. 
Het, Niagara, 18th April, 1793,”

HIVE AND BEE, 


Generally no special ventilation is 
needed. 

Never keep feeble, impotent queens in 
the apiary. 

Extremes of heat and cold are detri- 
mental to bees. 

If bees lack honey now to carry them 
through, supply it. 

In breeding bees, as in breeding almost 
any other animal, the two main points 
desired are usefulness and color, 

In breeding bees we wish to breed 
from the queen that produces the best 
honey gatherers and at the same time 
not lose sight of color. 

If an Italian queen is produced in a 
colony of black bees at the beginning 
of the honey season, scarcely one of the 
old stock can be found six weeks later. 

Natural queens can in no way be pro- 
duced except under the swarming im- 
pulse. But any queen cell after being 
sealed over can be hatched: by artificial 
heat. 

To make dividing a success colonies 
should be very strong and almost ready 
to swarm, and the combs should be well 
filled with hatching brood, as the young 
bees are the main dependence in mak- 
ing divisions.

THE MOUTH BREATHER. 


Why He Is Always Tired and De- 
pressed In the Morning, 


Few people realize what an important 
organ the nose is, It is the first of the 
organs of respiration, and unless its 
functions are well performed the whole 
breathing process is deranged. The nos- 
trils are not open cavities with smooth 
walls through which the air passes in and 
out, as it would through a rubber tube. 
They are divided into several compart- 
ments by bony projections covered with 
mucous membrane, and the volume of air 
in entering is broken up into several 
streams, so that all of it comes in contact 
with the lining membrane. 

This warm and moist membrane catch- 
es the dust and other impurities and 
warms the air so that it will do no harm 
when cotning in contact with the more 
delicate membrane in the bronchial tubes 
and lungs, 

When the nose is stopped up from any 
cause, one must breathe through the 
mouth, and if this is continued for any 
length of time the general health will in- 
evitably suffer, 

The mouth itself suffers first. The mv- 
cous membrane loses its moisture and be- 
comes inflamed. The air is neither warm- 
ed nor purified, and it irritates the lining 
membrane of the air passages all the way 
down to the lungs, so that a condition of 
sluggish inflammation is excited. 

But the general effects are more serious 
than the local. One who is a mouth 
breather never gets enough air. During 
the day he suffers less in this respect, for 
the nerve centers are more active and 
force the respiratory muscles to act more 
energetically, but at night this vigilance 
is relaxed, the amount of inspired air is 
greatly reduced and all the tissues suffer 
for want of oxygen, For this reuson the 
mouth breather always feels tired and 
out of sorts in the morning, 

The mind suffers as well as the body, 
and mouth breathing children are almost 
always backward in their studies. 

The question of the cause of mouth 
breathing, or rather of nasal obstruction, 
on which the mouth breathing depends, 
must be reserved for another article. As 
a rule, it is easily found on examination 
by the physician, and can be removed 
without difficulty. What we would insist 
upon here is the absolute necessity of its 
early removal, 

A child who always breathes with open 
mouth and whose voice has a nasal 
twang should be examined and treated 
at the earliest possible moment, for the 
longer the trouble exists the worse it is 
for the child mentally, morally and phys- 
ically.—Youth’s Companion, 


THEATRICAL SAI ARIES. 


What the Stage Favorites of a Cen- 
tury Ago Were Paid, 

What were the favorite actors of a 
century ago paid? In 1801 there was 
only one theater of consequence in New 
York city, the Park theater, which was 
located on Park row near Beekman 
street, in the vicinity of what is now the 
entrance to Brooklyn bridge. 

The Park theater then bad a stock 
company of 25 members, and, if  his- 
torians of that day are to be relied upon. 
performances of a very high grade of 
merit were given. These performances 
attracted all the fashionable world of 
that day. Here are the names of the 
players and their salaries:
